The reasons 
given by Bulgaria for her break in 
relations with Germany are 
vigorously refuted in Berlin.

Announcing this in a statement 
early to-day, Mr. Curtin, Australian 
Prime Minister, said that the 
Japanese had armed themselves with 
mess knives, baseball clubs and 
other improvised weapons. They 
first set their sleeping-huts alight and 
then rushed the fences of the camp. 

Large numbers who escaped 
through the outer fences of the 
camp attacked and killed an 
Australian machine-gun crew and 
attempted to storm the garrison 
quarters. These attacks were met 
by fire from the guards, who, stated 
Mr. Curtin, showed excellent dis- 
cipline and restraint throughout the 
incident. 


During a search for escaped 
internees, an Australian officer was 
brutally murdered by a party of 
Japanese. 

ighteen of the twenty sleeping 
huts and two administration huts 
in the camp were burnt to the 
ground..

Protests Against “Cat?” 


Sentence 


In connection with some protests 
against a sentence by the Special 
Criminal Court of twelve years’ im- 
prisonment and twelve strokes of 


the “cat,” an /rish Times representa- 


tive was ' authoritatively informed 
yesterday that the Act under which 
the Special Court was set up pro- 
vides that the person concerned may 
appeal to the Court of Criminal 
Appeal, provided that permission is 
obtained either from the Special 
Court .or the Court of Criminal 
Appeal. Decisions of the Special 
Court are not usually reviewed by 
the Government, but the Govern- 
ment, if appealed to, may exercise 
clemency and mitigate or remit the 
sentence. 

It was further pointed out that 
the sentence of the “cat” is not un- 
precedented. Only a few years ago 
such a sentence was imposed and 
carried out. . 


Northern Black-Out 
Will Be Relaxed 


It was stated officially in Belfast 
yesterday that the relaxation of the 
black-out, which is to take place 
in Britain on September 17th, will 
apply also in Northern Ireland. 
The exact form of public lighting 
to be allowed has not yet been de- 
termined.

THE PARTY GAME 

An amusing story is told about 
an old poker player somewhere in 
the United States. During the 
game, a young novice, watch- 
ing the experts, noticed that 
the dealer was and 
whispered the fact into the eat of 
one of the players who was a friend 
of his. “What about it?” said 
the veteran, “ It's his deal, isn't 
it?” We are reminded of the 
Story by the electoral campaign 
for the Presidency which now is 
in full swing in the United States. 
Naturally, public interest at the 
moment is focussed on the 
spectacular events of the war in 
Europe in which American troops 


are playing such a vital part; but | 


such trifling things as wats 
in no way are allowed to 
cramp the style of the party 
“bosses” who aré conducting 
their respective campaigns in 
the traditional way. Everything, or 
almost everything, is fair in party 
politics; and America is no excep- 
rule, which has 
a universal application. The two 
candidates are President Roose- 
velt, who already has had three 
terms of office at the White 
House, and Governor Thomas 
Dewey, of New York, who is the 
Republican standard-bearer. In 
the nature of things, Mr. Dewey, 
who is in the early forties, is at 
a marked disadvantage, although 
there is a strong prejudice 
throughout the United States 
against the idea of a fourth term 
as President for anyBody. As 
matters stand at present, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s personal prestige is 
tremendously high. He is re- 
garded, and rightly regarded, as 
the living symbol of America’s 
mighty war effort. Political friends 
and foes alike recognise the 
enormous driving force of his 
personality; and it is not too 
much to say that his chances of 
election in November have in- 


creased tenfold since the British. 


and American troops landed in 
Normandy three months ago. In 
these circumstances, the Presi- 
déht’s political: opponents are 
doing their utmost to find some 
way in which to discredit him; 
just as in like circumstances, the 
Democrats, doubtless, would try 
to discredit Governor Dewey. 
Throughout the United States, 
and particularly in the Middle- 
West, there always has been an 
undercurrent of anti-British feel- 
ing dating back to the time of the 
War of Independence. It is re- 
garded as perfectly legitimate in 
the American party game to 
make the most of this feeling, 
amounting almost to an  in- 
stinct, in furtherance of political 
aims; and from the beginning of 


the present electoral campaign - 


one of the principal charges made 
by Republicans against President 
Roosevelt is that he has been in- 
clined to be too subservient to 
British Imperial interests.  ‘Pre- 
cisely the same charge was made

Meanwhile, the British and 
Americans continue in Asia and 
Europe alike to fight side by 
side. 


Bad Boys 


The Dublin Rotary Club is 
composed, for the most part, of 
business men, who are not 
accustomed to waste their time. 
There is a certain importance, 
then, in the fact that for two 
successive weeks they have given 
thei: attention to speakers on the 
subject of bad boys. District 
Justice McCarthy, who presides 
over Dublin’s Children’s Court, 
spoke very strongly last week of 
the weakening of parental control 
and the lack of religious training 
in the home, as causes contribut- 
ing to juvenile delinquency. In 
defending the cinema, however, 
he added that “ the child must be 
amused.” Commander Coote, who 
addressed the Club on Monday, 
went into this last point in more 
detail. It long has been the Com- 
mander’s contention that a child 
will amuse himself, if he is given 
the opportunity. Not only must 
more green spaces be opened up 
in the city; proper equipment, in 
the. shape of swings, swimming 
pools; pitches for games, and so 


on, must be provided. Nobody . 


can expect a child to amuse 
himself in a playground as barren 
as the exercise ground of a prison, 
and considerably more barren 
than his own back-yard. His 
conduct is unlike that of the 
horse: he will play, whether one 
likes it or. not, but he cannot be 
led to the playground. The only 
solution is to equip playgrounds 
in such a way that he will go to 
them of his own choice. If this 
is not. done, he-will still play; but 
he will play in the streets, and his 
games may take a very destructive 
form. No saying is more true than 
that old proverb, “Satan finds 
some mischief still for idle hands 
to do.” It has been pointed out 
recently in this newspaper that 
children do not go to the so-called 
“playground” in St. Stephen’s 
Green, because there is nothing 
there to attract them. They prefer 
to fall in the lake or pull the 
heads off flowers. It has been 
pointed out, also, that the children 
of Holles street play in the middle 
of the carriage-way, while the vast 
green space of Merrion square lies 
empty on the opposite side of the 
road. Mention has been made, 
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“ V.D.”

From whom, or from what 
statistics, did your -correspondent 
ascertain that it is in these districts 
that gonorrhea is most prevalent? 
How many cases of disease has your 
correspondent’s hypothetical general 
practitioner seen in which insection 
could be attributed to cither drink- 
ing-vessels or to the water-supply? 
i can assure your correspondent and 
his ~alleged intormant that they 
need have no:fear of contracting 
disease by taking a drink in the 
houses in these areas. 

Í do not wish to give the im- 
pression that venereal disease does 
not occur “iu this county, any less 
than in any other part of the 
country. Such unsupported state- 
ments as you publish about par- 
ticular areas ure, however, unjusti- 
fied. If publicity is needed, it 
should be left to the proper health 
authorities, who have the statistics 
at their disposal from which to 
judge the necessity or othe. wise for 
such publicity. The campaign 
against diphtheria is a good 
example of what the health authori- 
ties do to warn the public against 
a disease.—Yours, etc.,

Easy When You Know

explanation of the conduct of the 
bicycle I was talking about the. 
other day. You may _ remember 
that you were required to tie a 
string to the lower pedal of a 
stationary bicycle, and pull from 
behind. Why, asked, does the 
bicycle move backwards—against 
the action of the pedals? 

I regret that it is impossible to 


reprint the diagram that gives the ' 


solution. but the point is “that the 
reaction of the driving force is 
applied to the ground, and is not 
contained in the machine itself.” 
The bike forms a system of levers 
pivoting about the point where the 
back wheel touches the ground. 
The force applied through the 
string has a clockwise movement 
about that point, which tends to 
make the back axle rotate about 
the int, and so to move the 
machine backwards.

in the thick of it. In one of his 
speeches some months ago Mr, 
Winston Churchill hinted broadly 
that attempts would be made 
during the election to resurrect 
the old bogey of British Machia- 
vellianism. He was right; but it 
is most unlikely that the campaign 
will have any real influence on 
November's election. , 
The immediate point at issue 
concerns India. Some time ago, 
Senator Chandler of Kentucky, 
with five other Senators, paid a 
visit to India, where, since 
the release of Mr. Gandhi from 
prison, the temperature of the 
political situation had been rising. 
Roughly about the same time, 
Mr. William Phillips, an American 
political adviser, attached to 
General Eisenhower's Staff, made 
a report to President Roosevelt on 
the Indian situation. . According 
to Senator Chandler and others, 
Mr. Phillips told the President 
that the British Army in India 
was prepared to give only “token” 
assistance in the war against 
Japan, unless, in the meantime, 
there should be a definite 
guarantee by the British of Indian 
independence. He also is alleged 
to have been severely critical in 
his comments on the fighting 
qualities of the Indian Army 
officers. Finally, he is stated to 
have luid stress in his report on 
the great importance of India as 
a base of future operations against 
the Japanese. In the middle of 
last. month Mr. Cordell Hull 
announced that Mr. Phillips was 
leaving General Eisenhower's 
Staff, and returning to the United 
States, .“for purely personal 
reasons.” Senator Chandler and 
a number of others insist that this 
official, who apparently held the 
rank of Ambassador, was recall 
because he was declared by the 
British Government to be persona 
non grata. Last week, Mr. Calvin 
D. Johnson, a _ Republican 
member, introduced a resolution 
in the House of Representatives 
at Washington, demanding that 
Sir Ronald Campbell, British 
Minister in the United States (not 
to be confused with Lord 
Halifax, the British Ambassador) 
and the Agent-General to India, 
should be declared to be persone 
non grate, because of their alleged 
efforts “to mould American 
opinion.” The suggestion is—and 
of the American news-

THE LATE MR, J. F. GRAY: 


AN APPRECIATION 

The death, at the age of 63, of 
Mr. James F. Gray must have been 
a shock to his many friends and to 
many members of the Royal Dublin 
Society, who knew Mr. Gray 
intimately as kibrarian. 

Mr. Gray was born at Newtown- 
stewart, Co. Tyrone, the youngest 
son of Mr, Thomas Gray. He was 
educated at the Merchant Taylors’ 
School,- Dublin, and thus became 
in time more Dublin than the 
Dubliners themselves; in fact, it is 
doubtful if he considered himself 
other than a citizen of the capital. 

At the age of seventeen he 
entered the service of the Royal 
Dublin Society under the late Dr. 
A. H. Foord. Until 1923 he served 
the Society unobtrusively{ in the 
quiet, almost cloister-like, Library 
of Leinster House. Then, with the 
removal of the Society’s Library to 
Ballsbridge and the resignation of 
Dr. Foord, Mr. Gray was appointed 
Librarian. In, the twenty years that 
since have elapsed he saw the 
growth of the Library from little 
more than a select chub to a 
magnificent library, used by many 
thousand members, and circulating 
almost quarter of a million books 
annually. | 

Though the work was hard and 
strenuous, and at times exacting, 
there was nothing in Mr. Gray's 
make-up to show that the wurdes 
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on . Wednesday, was thirty-three 
yeass of age. and he was unmarried. 

e studied medicine at Trinity 
College, Dublin, and at Edinburgh, 
but discontinued it in preference for 
literary and artistic pursuits, — 

He was engaged in the writing cf 
a book, and had some minor 
publications to his credit. His 
interest in art led him to the co- 
proprietorship of the Baggot Street 
Galleries about five years ago. His 
shows included one of French 
masterpieces, which d bor 
rowed from the owners. 

He was a son of the late Dr. 
Longford; his mother resides in 
England.
